St. Loots, 3d.—Globe-Democrat’ h 
special from Topeka, Kansas, says the 
bolted States Attorney has a new 
document from Washington In regard 
to the matter of the Pottawattamie In­ 
dian frauds, with instructions to pro­ 
ceed at once against the parties ac­ 
cused. These frauds relate to the col­ 
lection of money and selling lands by 
persons acting as bogus administra­ 
tors of Indian estates. The Indians, 
whose property was thus gobbled were 
represented to be dead, bpt it now 
turns out that they are still alive and 
have been residing all the time In the 
Indian Territory. The extent of the 
rascality is not yet determined, bat it 
will probably reach $100,000. It in­ 
volves several Indian traders, local 
bankers £nd prominent politicians. 
St. L ouis, Feb. 3d.—General John 
B. Henderson was to-day employed by 
the Mayor to assist in tlie prosecution 
of the suit against the St. Louis Gas 
Light Company. It is claimed that 
immense frauds have been perpetrat­ 
ed upon the city by the Company for 
tw enty years past.

H u T f Storm. 
N ew Y ork, 3d.—The first real snow 
storm of the season set in early this 
evening and has continued steadily. 
At this hour, midnight, several inodes 
cover the ground and prospects of 
good sleighing are 
excellent. The 
gale of yesterday has abáted and the 
weather moderated somewhat.-' The 
thermometer is now 22 degrees above 
zoro. The snow is still falling fast 
and the storm promises to last all 
night. 
Effects of (ta« Osle. 
N ew Y o rk 3d.—The gale has abat­ 
ed after raging for about thirty-six 
hours. The wind 
continued 
very 
heavy all last night, but finally calm­ 
ed down this morning. Reports of 
the damages by wind continue to be re­ 
ceived from ail quartern of the State.

The roof of the public 
school, No. 28 was torn off. Several 
houses in Atlantic avenue, East New 
York, were unroofed, carriages were 
overturned, trees, fenoes, poles etc.

In New Jersey, also its ef­ 
fects were everywhere apparent. A 
very sad affair occurred at Bloomfield, 
by which a little sou of Mr. Howing 
was blown into the oana} and drowned. 
The water ivas quite rough in ' the 
Nortli and Erst rivers. Some anxie­ 
ty is felt for inward bound shipping, 
but no wrecks are yet reported.

protest to the Legislature. 


True statesmanship always regards 
the future results of political measures 
more than the present. The plea of 
precedent Is considered of value only 
when the general welfare is observed. 
True statesmanship always rightly un­ 
derstands that good govern m entis the 
result of popular and anti-popular 
principles blended together, rather 
than the mere ascendency of either, 
whose aim therefore is to prevent 
either from going too far, and to throw 
its weight into the lighter scale. It 
discards all indifferentism to measures 
vital to the prosperity of the nation. 
If ever there was a time when such 
statesmanship should assert 
Itself, 
now Is that tim e in American politics. 
Leaving the general question of na­ 
tional politics at rest, the fact that 
centers in our State legislation, and 
demands the greatest consideration is 
the control and management of our 
Chinese population. No one can be 
blind to the fact that this population 
is fast becoming an almost unbearable 
incubus upon our State. 
Under the 
existing policy the future holds out no 
relief. W hen John begins to under­ 
stand the rights and privileges at­ 
tendant upon naturalization, that it 
opens the doors of civil office and 
public schools to 
him, 
with his 
keeh perception of mind, Jie will not 
be slow to improve to his own advan­ 
tage said rights and privileges. 
With 
his clanish disposition he will not 
brook dictation. 
If he does, design­ 
ing politicians will use him for their 
own base pnrposes, which will be 
equally as bad as to permit John*to 
act for himself. 
Having the freedom 
•of 
emigration, 
which the Burlin­ 
game Treaty affords, China can empty 
on our shores forty millions and not 
uuas them from her teeming popula­ 
tion. 
Having little or no sympathy 
with our institutions, and being true 
to the instincts of self interest, this 
class will have little regard for aught 
else than for those measures which 
subserves its own well being. It were 
better in view of these facts to arrest 
thie tide of emigration, even though 
it be at the expense of a depleted com­ 
merce; for what are a few dollars put 
in the individual pocket, and put 
there by a policy that w ill prove so 
disastrous in the end to the true pros­ 
perity of an entire State or nation? 
If the United States has drawn an ele­ 
phant in the shape of John Chinaman 
by tliis treaty, it is not right to stake 
him out in California, or in any other 
State where his presence so militates 
against our welfare. 
To remedy an 
evil brought about by a short-sighted 
policy is always legitimate and obli­ 
gatory upon tne agency producing it. 


The Crooked Disciples. 


They come before the courts in solid 
phalanx, and by platoons 
confess 
judgement. 
Not less than forty of 
i bese whisky ringers have confessed, 
and still they come. 
It is a divine 
maxim that honest confession is good 
for the soul. 
But how much it bene- 
tits the body can only be determined 
when sentence is pronounced. 
That 
this method was adopted to get off 
with a lighter punishment is very ev­ 
ident. 
But there is a vast difference 
between a voluntary confession and a 
confession made after detection.

Vol­ 
untary confession is really meritori­ 
ous, but there is no merit in confess­ 
ing after a man lias been treed.

searching investigation into all public 
affairs has been instituted, and thou­ 
sands of crimes not now dreamed of 
will soon be unearthed. 
Conscience 
and detectives are busy everywhere, 
and all those who under the lashings 
oi conscience come forward and make 
confession, may expect to fiad favor 
with the courts and society. 
But 
those who wait for detectives to hunt 
them down, w ill not receive much 
sympathy in any quarter. 
In view of 
these facts we advise all the guilty 
brigade to take tim e by the forelock 
and come forward and own up like 
rneu. 
The courts and 
the whole 
American people will absolve you; 
you can retain your position In soci­ 
ety, have the approbation of a good 
conscience and the 
benediction of 
Heaven. 
W e know you are guilty, 
you know it and God knows it; then 
why wait for detctives to nose you out 
and 
bring you before the courts. 
They are sure to find you, and your 
disgrace must follow. 
Besides, it is 
very expensive to keep u p a corps of 
detectives, pay attorneys and sum­ 
mon jurys, and this only provokes the 
people. A ll this expense and bad 
i-«-ling, as well as your disgrace, may 
be avoided. Bo walk up and make a 
clean breast of it and let us begin a 
new deal.

S a c r a m e n t o , Feb. 4th.— In the Sen­ 
ate yesterday the bill providing for 
the deficiency in the appropriations 
for the State Normal School was fully 
discussed and re-committed to the 
Committee on Finance, with instruc­ 
tions to bring in a general deficiency 
bill.

The debate was 
adjourned, on division, to Tuesday, by 
21 ayes to 18 noes, so as to give the 
friends of the railroad time to reply to 
Laine’s argument. 
Bush voted with

with Lewi9. 
In the Assembly, yesterday, consid­ 
erable time was taken up in discussing 
the report of the Committee on A t­ 
taches, favoring retrenchment.

Muetlng at Creditors of Templo & Workman. 


There were about 125 creditors of 
the Temple & Workman Bank, some 
of whom were ladies, present at the 
meeting held in the County Court 
room yesterday afternoon. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Mr. G. E. Long, Chairman of the 
former Committee of Creditors and, 
ou motion, Mr. Ferguson was chosen 
Chairman and Mr. Shepard Secretary. 
Mr. Spence, on the part of the as­ 
signees, stated for the benefit of the 
meeting that an informal meeting of 
creditors some time ago bad appointed 
a committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Long, Toberman, Riley and Ross. 
Thiscommlttee liad conferred with the 
assignese. He submitted the statement 
of Temple <fc Workman filed with the 
County Recorder, and recommended 
that the creditors appoint a committee 
of three to advise with the assignees 
and render their assistance in settling 
up the afinirs of the bank, provided 
the present assignees are qualified. 
Mr. Hazard objected to the appoint­ 
ment of assignees without the concur­ 
rence of creditors. He said there liad 
been considerable dissatisfaction ex­ 
pressed. 
The motion 
for appointment of 
Committee was carried. 
On motion of Judge Eastman the 
motion was reconsidered and, in lieu, 
an advisory committee of seven ap­ 
pointed, comprising the largest credit­ 
ors, who were to report at once a per­ 
manent committee. 
The following advisory committee 
was appointed by the Chairman, who 
represented the amounts set opposite 
their names:

Mr. Hazard again objected to the 
urrangemenls as made, and did not 
want a committee appointed by a 
committee for fear that there would be 
a slate fixed up. He wanted this com­ 
mittee simply to nominate names for 
the permanent committee, aud be 
voted upon by the meeting. He made 
ail amendment accordingly, which 
failed for want of a second. 
Mr. Will D. Gould wanted the meet­ 
ing to keep cool and did not care to 
have an attorney serve on the com­ 
mittee. 
His remarks elicited some 
applause. 
Mr. Robert Turnbull representing 
$8,000 was appointed on the commit­ 
tee in place of Mr. Hazard. 
The advisory committee after retir­ 
ing nominated the following for a 
permanent committee: D. 
Rivara, 
G. E. Long, and H. C. Wiley. 
Mr. Freeman stated that he consid­ 
ered himself in every way a member 
of this meeting—as á personal creditor 
and a representative of Temple «& 
W orkman.' A movemeut is on foot 
to throw the estate into bankruptcy 
and have it controlled by a commis­ 
sioner in Ban Francisco in the inter­ 
ests of preferred lions in the property. 
He thought that bankruptcy should 
tie avoided by all of the creditors, and 
he believed that it was the purpose of 
this meeting to sanction the action of 
Temple & Workman in appointing 
assignees. He believed that in the 
hands of the .assignees the estate 
would pay dollar for dollar and leave 
a large surplus for Temple «fe Work­ 
man, whereas if disposed of by San 
Francisco parties, it would not re­ 
alize ten cents on the dollar. 
For the purpose of gaining the sense 
of the meeting, Mr. Freeman moved 
that the advisory committee report i n 
one week. 
On motion of Mr. Barrows a vote 
was taken as lo the opinion for or 
against 
bankruptcy. 
Through 
an 
awkward misunderstanding the vote 
was largely in the affirmative, and 
seeing that they had blundered they 
went back to do it over. 
Mr. Eastman then offered the fol­ 
lowing: 
It is hereby resolved that the ex­ 
pression of the creditors of Temple & 
Workman’s Bank here assembled i$ 
against throwing the estate into bank­ 
ruptcy. 
• 
While this motion was under con­ 
sideration Judge Thompson arose and 
stated tlmt lie wanted a full discussion 
of the proposition. He believed that 
It would be impossible for the assign­ 
ees to discharge the mortgages that 
now encumber nearly all of the prop­ 
erty, whereas if this property could be 
relieved of its incumbrance and cut up 
into small parcels it would realize 
more for the creditors than by any 
other way of disposal. He had been 
informed on reliable authority that 
Baldwin refused to accept payment 
for his mortgages unless interest were 
paid up to maturity, making an item 
of ahout $430,(XX). The fees and costs 
of closing lip the estate would be no 
more in bankruptcy than in the hands 
of assignees. 
According to the bank­ 
rupt law the receiver is appointed by 
a majority of the creditors, and he can 
be a man in our midst, whom we may 
all be willing to trust. Ho said: “ I 
believe there is fraud enough apparent 
in the Baldwin mortgage to set it 
aside and compel him to take his 
chances with the other creditors. (Ap­ 
plause). How Is it that be holds the 
absolute transfer of the Sanchez ranch 
and 5,000 acres in El Monte, making 
altogether property worth $110,000, 
and besides this holds mortgages ou 
all the other estates?” 
Mr. Freeman explained that the 
transactions which the Judge espe­ 
cially referred were actual purchases 
from Mr. Temple. 
Judge Thompson, resuming: “That 
makes 
a 
little 
improvement 
in 
appearances, but there are many 
things remaining to be explained. 
There are mortgages in the hands 
of Baldwin to the amount of three 
hundred and forty or three hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars—$310,000 in 
one item and $30,000 or more in an­ 
other. 
For this Temple only received 
$250,000. The money was to bear in­ 
terest at tlie rate of 2 per cent, per 
month, but they did not like to draw 
the paper at this rate and so they 
computed one-lialf of the interest and 
added it to the principal, and the notes 
at one per cent, a month. The matter 
then stood :

Mortgage................................... 
$310 000 
Thjs arrangement was ruinous and 
oppressive ; it exacted a sort of double 
compound interest upon interest. The 
speaker thought that a Court of bank­ 
ruptcy could set aside all preferred 
claims which tlie assignees could not 
do. He was decidedly in favor of hav­ 
ing the estate put into bankruptcy. 
Mr. Eastman spoke in response to 
these remarks, disagreeing with the 
Judge in every point except in calling 
the Baldwin transaction a fraud. 
A lengthy and rambling discussion 
followed which was participated in by 
Mr. Hazard, Mr. Gould and one or two 
others. Several of the speakers warm­ 


ed up with their subject and were 
roundly applauded. 
Mr. Eastman’s resolution was then 
put and unanimously carried. 
As a sort of clincher, Mr. Hazard 
moved that the advisory committee 
confer with creditors and obtain the 
agreement of a sufficient number to 
secure the estate from bankruptcy. 
Unanimously carried, and the meet­ 
ing broke up with good feeling.

W h e r e a s , All loyal efforts hereto­ 
fore made by the Common Council of 
tills City in order to avoid tlie expense 
and trouble to the tax-poyers of this 
city attendant upon tlie levy and col­ 
lection of a special tax for school pur­ 
poses, have failed, afld we now see no 
means of satisfactorily arranging the 
matter with the Board of Education, 
and, 
, 
W h e r e a s , We are consequently 
compelled by said Boaad of Education 
to proceed with the assessment, levy 
and colleotion of such special tax. 
Now, therefore, be it 
Resolved By the Common Council 
of the city of Los Angeles, that all 
motions and orders of the Common 
Council heretofore made, and provid­ 
ing for any postponement of the as­ 
sessment of such tax be and the same 
are hereby reconsidered, annulled and 
repealed, and the City Assessor be anil 
lie is hereby ordered to proceed with­ 
out delay to the assessment of proper­ 
ty in this city according to law and 
for the levy of such special tax.
